SAY GOODBY TO DOUGHNUT; OPERATEO B Y ‘‘HAY-BURNERS’’ 


Soaks Up Fat Which Can Be Put to 
Better Use, Is Judgment 
of Hoover. 


The doughnut is doomed, says the 
Indianapolis News. 
Hereat intlma* I 
tlous of disapproval by the food a d - ! 
ministration of thin matutinal confec­ 
tion might have been regarded as a 
spur to conservation and a threat that 
would not be carried out unless as a I 
last resort. 
Bakers are prohibited in j 
making bread or rolls from adding 
sugar or fats to the dough during the 
baking or afterward. Some difference 
of opinion as to what are roils has 
given the doughnut a respite, but it is 
to be shortlived, according to the state 
food administrator, w h o , brings this 
significant news from Washington: 
This ruling gives sweet dough goods 
a temporary lease of life only. 
Mr. 
Hoover has a special grudge against 
doughnuts. 
They soak up fat which 
we do not need arid our allies are suf­ 
fering for. 
So doughnuts and frying 
pan foods will shortly be tuboo and 
we must not cat or make them until 
the war is over. 
Thus Is the fate of the doughnut 
sealed. Mr. Hoover is known as a de­ 
termined man who cannot be moved 
from a course which he thinks will 
serve the interests of his country. The 
statement, however, that the food ad­ 
ministrator has a grudge against the 
doughnut will pain many who have I 
peculiarly strong fondness for It as an j 
accompaniment of the morning meal, • 
though 
Mr. 
Hoover's 
unltnus 
may 
ahs*' from motives of patriotism, not 
, prejudice. 
lf the government says the dough­ 
nut must go out of our lives, thou go | 
it must. But there will he some natu­ 
ral regret at parting with an old und 
fried friend. 
The doughnut, like pie, 
has become a part of our common life. 
Many will find breakfast without sink­ 
ers an incomplete and unsatisfying re­ 
past. But perhaps the abstinence will 
bring better digestion and more equa­ 
ble tempers.

Motive Power of One of the Civil War 
Railroads Was Primitive In 
the Extreme. 


The history of railway operation In 
this country offers many curious and 
Interesting details. Among them Dona 
are stranger than those that concern 
tho Memphis, El Paso & Pacific rail­ 
road, a 40mlle line operated between 
Marshall, Tex., and Shreveport, La., 
during the Civil war. 
Tile* owner was John Higginson. Ho 
had many titles: chairman of the 
board, president, vice president, «u- 
perlnt* ndent, trainmaster, roudmuster, 
freight and passenger agent, fireman, 
conductor and muster mechanic. The 
motive power was of the best in those 
days, and consisted of several yoke vt 
oxen, commonly known us "hay-burn- 
ers.” 
The oxen were, it is said, gen­ 
erally on time. 
Mr. Higginson ran his train on a tri­ 
weekly schedule. When he had gath­ 
ered up u "cargo” and everything was 
ready for the trip he loaded the oxen 
into the first box car in the train. In 
tile next ear he had put the freight and 
the passengers, and in the third he 
himself rode. The cars started down 
the steep grade out of Marshall and, j 
after they had rolled as far as they j 
would Mr. Iligginsou set the braket I 
und proceeded to unload the oxen and 
hitch them to the coupling of the car. 
Then he released the brakes and start­ 
ed the train up the grade. At the top 
the oxen were again loaded Into their 
car und another sturt vvus laude down­ 
hill. 
By repeating this operation sev­ 
eral times Mr. Higginson and his train 
would finally reach Shreveport. 
The passenger rote was 25 cents a 
person. 
Freight charges were any­ 
thing the owner of the line could get. 
Since there was no competition, Mr. 
Higginson made money. 
Ail freight 
wus murked "red bail" and bundled 
as soon us received. 
This, however, was not the first 
"hoy-burning” ruilwuy in the United 
States. 
Most of the eurly lines made 
use of animals. The Baltimore A Ohio 
at one time employed horses to haul 
freight and passenger trains over the 
first 15 miles of track constructed.— 
Youth » Companion.
